United Nations, Oct. 9. 
‘Britain and other Security Council members 
are reported to have made progress today toward 
agreement on a method of speeding up a resump- 
tion of Anglo-Persian negotiations in the oil dis- 


pute. 


The latest version of-the British resolution to 
be laid before the Council, drafted after long and 
difficult negotiations with “other members, lays the 
main emphasis on resuming bilateral talks between 


Britain and Persia.

INDIA HOLDS KEY

India was today seen as hold- 
ing the key to any voting tn 
the Security Council on a new 
and milder British resolution 
dealing with ye Persian oil 
dispute.

a settlement but even in its 
conciliatory new form i: is not 
cerlain whether India will 
support it when the Council 
meets later this week.

It 
1s not certain, however, whether 
al the last moment the Soviet 
will abstain or veto. 

According to the Charter, 
Britain, being a party to the 
dispute, is required to abstain 
from voting in the Council.

Gas As 
Anaesthetic 


New York, Oct. 10. 

A gas used yy) neon signs 
along Broadway and the main 
streets of the country’s hamlets 
has been found to be Invaluable 
as o surgical anaesthetic. 

The word comes from a 
scientific team of the University 
of Iowa at Jlowa City, Ta, 

The gas, known as xenon, 
has been used in four major 
operations, yccording to Drs 
Stuart ¢, Cullen. E. G, Gross, 
Robert M. Featherstone, and 
Charles Pittinger. 

They report that [t appears 
safe to administer and is casy 
on the patients, 

Dr Cullen, who is professor 
of anaestheslology, ‘said that 
xenon js non-inflammabie, and 
ig much safer to administer 
than many of the anaesthetic 
gases currently used, 

He points out that xenon 
produces anaesthesia rapidly, 
and recovery from th: anaesthe- 
sia also js rapid. The patients 
who have undergone surgery 
with xenon as an anaesthetic 
experienced no ill effects and 
became alert in a few minutes 
afler removal of the anaesthetic 
Has, 

Xenou,.one of the rare gascs 
of the ai¥, was discovered in 
1898, but i was not until recent 
years that its commercial value 
wis leatned.—United Press.
